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THE    VEGETABLE  SITUATION 

Summary 

With  a  higher  average  level  of  consumer  purchasing  power  in  prospect 
for  19^+2,  producers  of  vegetables  in  general  may  expect  to  receive  higher 
prices,  and  incomes  from  the  production  of  these  crops  than  in  19^-1.  In- 
creased plantings  of  most  of  these  food  crops  are  in  prospect  for  19^2,  and 
if  yields  average  close  to  those  of  19^-1  production  will  he  somewhat  larger. 
It  is  expected,  however,  that  demand  will  he  sufficiently  improved  to  more 
than  offset  the  influence  on  prices  of  the  larger  supplies. 

Eor  the  country  as  a  whole  the  acreage  of  potatoes,  etpotatoes, 
and  truck  crops  ("both  for  market  and  for  processing)  may  he  increased  slightly 
in  19U2.    The  national  goals  set  up  recently  for  the  nation's  agriculture 
call  for  an  increase  of  nearly  5  percent  in  plantings  of  potatoes,  of  1  per- 
cent in  sweetpotatoes,  about  5  percent  in  truck  crops  for  market,  and  1  per- 
cent in  the  acreage  of  truck  crops  for  processing.    In  the  case  of  dry  edible 
beans  no  change  in  acreage  is  tentatively  indicated.    Since  the  supply  situa- 
tion for  19^-1  with  respect  to  these  crops  is  not  yet  fully  determined  the 
goals  now  indicated  are  tentative  and  nay  be  changed  somewhat  at  a  later  date. 
This  is  particularly  true  of  the  goals  for  truck  crops  for  processing. 

Prospects  improved  slightly  for  most  vegetable  crops  during  August 
and  early  September,  but  the  indicated  total  output  of  late  potatoes  and 
truck  crops  for  market  renains  below  the  harvest  of  19^-0.    Larger  crops  of 
sweetpotatoes  and  track  crops  for  processing  are  indicated.     D:-y  weather  in 
Michigan  and  New  York  reduced  the  prospects  for  dry  edible  be  as,  but  the 
indicated  crop  remains  at  a  record  high  level. 
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Because  of  improved  demand  conditions  market  prices  of  vegetables  in 
general  during  late  September  averaged  well  above  those  of  a  year  earlier. 
This  relation  is  expected  to  continue  during  the  fall  and  early  winter  months 
with  the  seasonal  upward  movement  of  prices  possibly  somewhat  more  pronounced 
than  usual.

POTATOES 

Late  Crop  Fro spects 

Late  crop  prospects  continued  to  improve  during  August,  and  as  a  re- 
sult the  indicated  production  as  of  September  1  totaled  29*+  million  bushels 
compared  with  290  million  a  month  earlier.    The  late  crop  is  now  indicated 
to  be  about  19  million  bushels  below  the  relatively  large  .crop  last  season. 
The  reduction  is  largely  in  Central  and  Western  regions,  production  in  each 
being  about  8  million  bushels  down  from  the  output  in  19*40.    This  smaller 
supply  situation  together  with  the  improvement  in  demand  conditions  has  re- 
sulted in  substantially  higher  market  prices  than  in  the  comparable  period 
of  194-0.    Unless  the  prospective  late  crop  continues  to  increase,  the  out- 
look is  for  a  favorable  market  situation  for  potatoes  during  the  coming  fall 
and  winter  months. 

Outlook  For  19*42 

The  19*42  national  goal  for  potatoes  is  3»060,000  acres,  which  with 
normal  abandonment  and  average  yields  would  result  in  a  production  of  about 
375  million  bushels.    The  acreage  goal  is  nearly  5  percent  larger  than  the 
relatively  small  acreage  planted  in  19*4-1  but  the  production  figure  is  about 
the  same  as  that  now  indicated  for  the  current  season  when  yields  are  at 
near-record  high  levels.    Of  course,  yields  per  acre  in  19*+2  will  depend  upon 
growing  conditions,  the  amount  of  fertilizer  used  and  cultural  practices, 
and  may,  therefore,  be  above  or  below  the  average  of  recent  years.    At.  this 
time,  however,  an  average  or  slightly  better  than  average  yield  in  19*42  is 
most  likely.    On  this  basis  and  with  a  determination  of  375  million  bushels 
required  for  19*12,  the  national  acreage  goal  reaches  out  to  3,o6otOOO  acres. 

This  acreage  if  planted  in  19*42  would  represent  a  return  to  the  level 
which  obtained  in  1939-    B7  regions,  however,   the  goals  call  for  increases 
over  the  1939  acreage  in  the  Northeastern  and  Southern  groups  of  States  and 
decreases  in  the  North  Central  and  Western  groups.     These  changes  are  sug- 
gested in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  both  from  a  time-of -marketing  and 
a  regional  basis.    Because  of  the  moderate  supplies  of  late  potatoes  indicated 
for  19*11  a  larger  crop  probably  will  be  needed  in  the  South  next  spring.  The 
goals  provide  for  increased  plantings  of  late  potatoes  in  all  regions  in  19*42 
over  the  acreage  planted  in  19*41 «  although  the  increase  in  the  South  is  very 
slight  with  some  States  showing  a  decrease. 
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If  these  acreage  goals  are  reached  in  1^42  and  if  yields  are  close 
to  the  average  of  recent  years  only  a  moderate  sized  potato  crop  would  he 
produced.    As  long  as  the  war  continues  demand  conditions  should  he  favorable. 

SWEETPOTATO  ES 

Recent  Development  s 

Growing  conditions  proved  favorable  for  sweetpotatoes  during  August, 
and  the  crop  estimate  was  increased  slightly  as  of  September  1.  .  Production 
as  of  that  date  was  indicated  to  total  73*9  million  bushels  compared  with 
the  relatively  smrll  crop  of  ro'd  million  bushels  in  19'tC.    The  crop  this  sea- 
son is  larger  thar.  in  19''0  in  all  important  areas  except  the  North  Central 
States  and  is  particularly  increased  in  the  South  Central  Sta.tes,  where 
sweetpotato es  are  grown  primarily  as  a  home  and  local  food  crop.    Because  of 
sharply  higher  consumer  purchasing  power  compared  with  a  year  earlier,  sweet- 
potato  prices  in  recent  weeks  averaged  substantially  higher  than  those  of  19^-0. 

Outlook  For  I9U2 


The  national  goal  for  sweetpota.toes  in  19^-2  is  for  a  planted  acreage 
only  slightly  larger  than  that  of  19^1.    Average  yields- on  this  acreage 
would  result  in  a  crop  slightly  larger  than  the  average  of  recent  years.  On 
a  regional  basis,  the  goals  provide  for  plantings  the  same  as  those  in  19^-1 
in  all  area?  except  the  South  where  a.  slight  increase  is  suggested  in  order 
that  the  home-grown  food  supply  may  be  increased  slightly. 

If  a  moderate  sized  sweetpotato  crop  is  produced-  in  19^-2,  somewhat 
higher  prices  would  be  received  by  growers.     In  any  event,  it  is  probable 
that  incomes  to  producers  will  be  higher  in  19^-2  than  in  recent  years  since 
the  total  cash  income  from  the  production  of  sweetpotato es,  as  a  general 
rule,  varies  directly  with  changes  in  the  general  level  of  food  prices,  and 
the  prospect  is  for  a  higher  level  of  food  prices  in  19^-2  than  in  19^1  • 

DRY  EDIBLE  3 EMS 

Recent  Developments 

Dry  weather  inMichigan  and  New  York  during  August  reduced  the  dry 
bean  crop  prospect  materially.    -The  crop  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  indi- 
cated to  total  17, 5^5*000  bags  as  of  September  1,  is  1.2  million  bags  less 
than  was  indicated  on  August  1,  but  almost  1.5  million  bags  larger  than  the 
record  large  crop  produced  in  19^0.     It  is  about  U.2  million  bags  over  the 
10-year  (1930~39)  average  production.    This  reduced  production  prospect  does 
not  change  the  market  situation  materially  for  this  season  since  prices  have 
been  more  or  less  fixed  by  f ood-for-def ense  purchases,  but  it  does  have  a 
substantial  effect  on  the  carry-over  situation  and  production  outlook  for  19^-2. 

Outlook  Eor  I9U2 


The  national  acreage  goal  for  dry  edible  beans  for  19^-2  is  tentatively 
set  at  about  the  same  as  the  2,131,000  acres  planted  in  I9U1.    This  goal  was 
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determined  on  the  basis  of  a  production  in  19*4-1  indicated  to  total  18.7  mil- 
lion "bags  and  a  carry-over  stock  of  approximately  3»3  million  bags.  Dry 
weather  in  Michigan  and  New  York  reduced  19*4-1  prospects  sharply  during  August, 
and  as  a  result  the  indicated  production  as  of  September  1  for  the  United 
States  is  for  only  17.5  million  bags.    This  reduction  from  earlier  indications 
of  supplies  for  19*4-1  probably  will  necessitate  larger  plantings  in  19*42  than 
the  tentative  goal  because  the  carry-over  in  19*4-2  probably  will  be  substan- 
tially smaller  than  was  expected  when  the  19*4-2  goal  was  determined. 

On  the  basis  of  the  present  prospect  the  supply  of  dry  edible  beans 
available  for  the  19*4-1  season  totals  18.6  million  bags  (cleaned  basis  and 
allowing  for  seed)  and  compares  with  17.8  million  bags  in  the  19*40  season. 
The  19*41  supply  would  provide  for  a  domestic  consumption  of  about  13  million 
bags,  about  the  same  as  in  19*4-0  but  at  a  substantially  higher  level  of  prices, 
and  for  net  exports  and  shipments  out  of  the  country  totaling  3»*4  million 
compared  with  approximately  2  million  bags  shipped  out  in  the  19*40  season. 
The  carry-over  into- 19*42,  therefore,  would  be  reduced  to  about  2.2  million 
bags  from  the  3«7  million  expected  to  be  available  when  the  tentative  goal 
was  determined.    Thus,  it  is  evident  that  if  all  requirements  are  to  be  pro- 
vided for  in  19*42  the  acreage  planted  to  dry  edible  beans  probably  will  need 
to  be  increased  somewhat  over  the  tentative  goal  figure.     There  is  the  possi- 
bility of  further  changes  in  the  output  for  19*41»  however,  which  will  result 
in  changes  in  the  outlook  for  19*42. 

In  general,  dry  edible  bean  producers  may  expect  a  higher  level  of 
prices  for  both  the  19*41  and  1942  crops  than  has  prevailed  in  recent  years, 
and  an  increased  utilization  of  the  crop.     This  will  be  particularly  true 
of  the  white  varieties. 

TRUCK  CROPS 

Late  Crop  Tonnage  Slightly  Smaller  Than  in  19*40 

Total  production  of  truck  crops  for  market  during  the  fall  season  is 
indicated  to  be  about  3  percent  smaller  than  that  available  a  yea„r  earlier. 
The  acreage  remaining  for  harvest  is  slightly  larger  than  that  of  last  year 
but  yields  are  slightly  lower.     Smaller  late  crops  of  beets,  cabbage,  celery, 
lettuce,  onions,  and  watermelons  are  indicated.     Production  of  late  snap 
beans,  cantaloups,  ca.rrots,  cauliflower,  cucumbers,  eggplant  and  tomatoes, 
however,  is  somewhat  larger  than  in  I9U0.  • 

The  smaller  total  supply  of  market  truck  crops  together  with  improving 
demand  has  caused  market  prices  to  hold  to  higher  levels  than  a  year  earlier 
although  there  have  been  some  seasonal  declines  during  recent  weeks.  With 
the  end  of  the  marketing  period  for  many  of  these  crops  produced  in  the 
Northern  States  near  at  hand,  the  prospect  is  that  market  supplies  will  de- 
crease somewhat  and  prices  will  rise.    This  is  a  usual  seasonal  tendency  and 
may  be  more  pronounced  this  season  because  of  the  relatively  small  storable 
supplies  available  for  such  crops  as  onions  and  potatoes.    Midwinter  pros- 
pects, however,  depend  largely  upon  the  situation  with  respect  to  production 
in  the  Southern  and  far  Western  States,    Recent  reports  indicate  that  the 
fall  and  winter  celery  acreage  is  decreased  slightly  from  that  of  19*40-41 
but  the  relatively  small  fall  cabbage  acreage  is  increased  slightly. 


b  - 
Outlook  For 


In  view  of  the  higher  level  of  prices  received  for  most  truck  crops 
for  market  in  the  1'9^1  season,  the  prospect  is  for  some  expansion  in  plantings 
in  I9U2.    This  is  p-rrtieularly  true  nf  the  winter  truck  crops  grown  in  the 
South,  since  the  acreage  and  production  have  "been  held  do  ■to.  somewhat  during 
the  last  2  seasons  "by  unfavorable  weather  conditions.    In  general,  however, 
the  "expansion  may  he  tempered  tc  some  extent  "by  the  prospect  that  production 
and  marketing  costs  will  be  higher  than  in  recent  years*     Some  difficulty 
may  be  encountered  in  obtaining  high  quality  seed,  fertilizers,  sprays  and 
containers  for  19^-2  operations.    Also  labor  costs  are  expected  to  be  some- 
what higher  than  in  19^1* 

On  the  basis  of  present  prospects,  and  provided  weather  conditions 
are  favorable,  the  crops  most  likely  to  be  increased  are  snap  beans,  cabbage, 
cucumbers,  lettuce,  onions,  green  peas,  green  peppers,  spinach,  tomatoes  and 
watermelons. 

TRUCK  CROPS  POR  PROCESSING 

Large  Packs  in  Prospect  Fjr  1941 

Prospects  for  most  processing  truck  crops,  continued  good  during  recent 
weeks.    Production  of  9  important  crops  reported  on  to  date  is  indicated  to 
total  hmk  million  tons,  about  IS  percent  more  than  in  19^0.     Sharp  increases 
over  a  year  earlier  in  the  output  of  lima  beans,  snap  "beans,  beets,  sweet 
corn  and  green  peas  °.re  indicated.    The  production  of  tomatoes  is  about  10 
percent  larger  than  the  record  large  crop  of  last  year.    These  prospects  in- 
dicate large  packs  of  nearly  all  seasonably  canned  vegetables  this  season, 
but  the  demand  for  most  of  them  ha.s  also  increased  with  resulting  generally 
higher  prices  than  a  year  earlier.    The  pack  of  green  peas,  for  instance, 
totaled  28.7  million  cases  against  25.2  million  in  19^0,  but  shipments  during 
June,  July,  and  August  totaled  1S.S  million,  an  increase  of  62  percent  over 
those  of  the  comparable  period  last  year.     These  large  shipments  moved  at 
prices  varying  from  about  the  same  as  in  19^-0  to'  slightly  higher.
